Lawns Seeded On Snow 


With the snow that fell here 
last week many lawns wore 
planted with the seed being 
dropped on top of the blanket 
of snow. 
Planting on the snow Is thought 
by many to bo an advantage. It 
is felt that the seeds will be 
ca rried Into the soil as 
the 
snow melts. But on reports re­ 
ceived from some of the seed 
dealers here In town this idea 
is wrong. The melting snow will 
not carry the seed into 
the 
ground, It will just help to seal 
the seed to the soil. 
Most of the planting that has 
been done so far is with rye 
g ra ss. This type of g rass Is 
mostly annual, which Is planted 
In the spring and dies out In the 
fall. It will germinate quickly 
and will produce 
wide Wazen 
blades. The price of this type Is 
normally economical and most 
low priced mixtures contain a 
heavy mixture of it. Also It Is 
a grass useful in covering bare 


spots until such time as condi­ 
tions allow putting in permanent 
grasses. 
It is 
best to sow It 
thick, (1 lb, per 150 s<^ feet) 
ami mow 
it often to lessen 
coarseness. 
Seeding 
times come 
In the 
early fall, (late August or Sep­ 
tember), or early spring, (late 
February or March). In 
the 
more northern zones April Is 
sometimes Included to start a 
permanent 
lawn. 
At 
these 
times, weed competition is less 
of a problem. Rainfall is more 
dependable. 
Longer, 
cooler 
nights help early growth. , . 
Seeding at other times gives 
less assurance of establishing 
a permanent lawn. 
Here is what Is considered ffve 
musts for a fine lawn; High 
quality seeds of the right kind; 
Seeding at the right time; A 
good seed tied; Application of 
well-halanced fertilizer 
and 
enough moisture; Follow «im­ 
pie rules for maintenance.

EUROPE’S AUTOMOBILE PROBLEMS 
THEY PARK NOW on the sidewalks of the 
Champs Elysees, and almost anywhere else in 
Paris they can get away with it. Rome plans con­ 
struction of a dozen parking garages. A pav- 
as-you-drive system — charging fees for the 
use of congested streets -- has been proposed 
for London. An airline representative at a 
recent luncheon of the International Advertising 
Association in New York City showed a picture 
of a lovely street in Madrid and said, “ Take away 
the trees and you’ve got Madison Avenue at 
noon.” 
Traffic jams in Rome are so commonplace that 
drivers roll back their sun roofs, and stand up 
and stretch. Forbidden to use their horns, 
Parisians bang furiously on the sides of their 
vehicles and call each other assassins. London 
traffic moves more decorously, but it can take 
an hour and a quarter to drive less than 15 miles 
at the peak 5-7 p.m. rush hour. 
European policemen are notably skilled — per­ 
forming with the gestures and much of the elan of 
concert m asters — at breaking up jams. They 
see their duty as helping m otorists, not catching 
them in law violations. But neither their minis­ 
trations nor time limitations on parking in the 
big cities have done much to speed up auto­ 
mobility. 
PARIS has more than 1.5 million automobiles. 
A French magazine describes the city as caught 
in “the inferno of its traffic.” Authorities awoke 
to the threat to the city’s viability last year and 
adopted a m aster plan for regional develop­ 
ment. An express highway is planned along the 
Seine, to the distress of aesthetes. Multilevel 
traffic is proposed, plus a $14.5 million ring 
road, or Boulevard Peripherique. Autoroutes — 
express highways -- are under way out of the 
city. 
Similar proposals for London and other cities 
in Britain are made in the recently published 
B ichanan Report. Meantime the London County 
Council is spending some $28 million a year for 
road improvements. 
Rome, considerably smaller than either Paris 
or London, nevertheless has about half a million 
automobiles. The municipal council in Decem­ 
ber 1962 adopted a general town plan that calls 
for new housing and business and industrial com- 
Jilexes south of the historic area and sim ilar 
^jedsf k>uth<j|st and northeast, all to be linked by 
an expressway. 
WHILE EUROPE’S CITIES move at long last to 
relieve automotive strangulation, her m inisters 
of transport have been more alert to accom­ 
modate themselves to the automobile era. A basic 
plan for a network of superhighways was laid 
down at a meeting in Geneva in 1950. A spider­ 
web of 26 international routes was drawn, each 
with the letter “ E” for Europe and each bearing 
a number. 
Most of these routes bypass or freeway through 
the cities they connect, but they are linked to all 
important cities by secondary roads. Narrow 
winding town and city streets complicate Eu­ 
rope’s traffic problems immeasureably. 
Hitler’s magnificent autobahnen, built 
foi 
strategic military reasons, put Germany still 
far ahead of the rest of Europe. But the rest of 
Europe is catching up. Italy’s Autostrada del 
Sole, stretching 468 miles from Milan to Naples, 
was completed last autumn. A 200-mile express­ 
way across Switzerland eventually will connect 
the Italian road with the German autobahn from 
Basel to Hamburg. And in the more distant future 
the Continent will be linked to Britain by the 
proposed tunnel under the English Channel.

NEWSPAPERS: A TESTED PRODUCT 
National manufacturers realize that proof of 
worth of a product should be obtained by testing 
public acceptance. 
In this connection the local newspaper is 
probably the most tested product sold. 
Each issue is tested not just by a small 
sample, but by the entire public. Every sub­ 
scription renewal is a vote of approval. 
Advertising in a local paper is similarly 
tested week after week by merchants that 
buy 
space and by the consumers who act 
upon the advertising. 
In recent years, newspaper publishers them­ 
selves are actually amazed by the increasing 
vote of confidence in their medium. It is not 
unusual to hear an old - time newspaper man 
say that his advertising is increasing so fast 
he scarcely has the time or facilities to handle it. 
This, of course, is a reflection of a new 
attitude on the part of many merchants in small 
cities, who themselves have found newspaper 
advertising an investment which brings larger 
profits and new customers to rapidly changing 
trading centers. The overall effect for the 
merchants, the community, and the newspaper 
is “ escalating.” 
is, expansion in nearly any community 
begets expansion. 


This is true for individual stores as well as 
the community as a whole. 
Of course, the merchant enjoys the profit 
; 
and the newspaper appreciates increased busi­ 
ness, but neither can come without continuing 
expression of confidence in the news and ad­ 
vertising content printed in the local newspaper.

Knights of the Road, they’ve been called, 
because truck drivers generally are courteous 
and willing to help motorists who get into 
trouble. 
A new test program of a safety device may 
make it even easier for truckers to help 
motorists. If the test is successful, national 
distribution of the devices will be carried 
out. 
Light - reflective “pylons” that motorists 
can use to signal passing trucks for help were 
recently distributed in the Lansing, Michigan 
area, at Pure Oil Company stations. Pure is 
conducting the test program in cooperation 
with the Michigan Trucking Association and 
the American Trucking Associations Founda­ 
tion. 
One side of the pylon has reflective red and 
white stripes, indicating that the motorist needs 
help. A second side, with green and white 
stripes, is a signal that the vehicle is stopped 
but doesn’t need assistance. The third side has 
a postcard for the motorist to use if he was as­ 
sisted by a truck driver. This will provide both 
Pure and the trucking association with infor­ 
mation and will enable them or the trucker’s 
employer to give the driver recognition. 
State trucking associations have been in­ 
formed of the project and it’s hoped that this 
pylon - signal will come to be recognized 
and accepted over the entire country. Mil­ 
lions of motorists eventually will carry the 
pylons, if the test is successful. 
The three - sided cardboard pylon was de­ 
veloped after various designs had been tested 
by the Safety Department of the American 
Trucking Associations in Washington. 
Whether used to ask for assistance 
from 
truck drivers or to warn other motorists of 
a stopped or stalled car on the roadsides, 
the reflective pylons can be valuable safety 
aids. They’ll be one way to slow - down the 
excessively high night fatality rates on our 
highways, rates that are considerably higher 
than daytime death rates, despite reduced traf­ 
fic at night. In 1961 there were 20,500 motor- 
vehicle deaths at night as compared with 17,- 
500 in daytime, according to the National Safety 
Council. 
Once again, the American public is indebted 
to the truck drivers who volunteer help for 
motorists. Perhaps we should at least return 
their courtesy on the highway.

Practically all of the indepen­ 
dent business expansion was 
made through private borrow­ 
ing, and re-investm ent of earn­ 
ings. 
Apparently government 
-sponsored loans have had only' 
a minor role in this expansion, 
according to the report by the 
Small B usiness Administration, 
which places its entire loans 
for the past 18 months at $44 
million. 
The expanding firm s cover 
all areas of economic activity, 
although manufacturing 
and 
service industries account so 
far for well over half of the 
nuni^er. 
Overall, the independent busi­ 
nessmen seem to feel that cap­ 
ital is available. 
This view­ 
point is shared by 62% of all 
respondents, and by 64% of 
those who actually expanded. 
For those who report the un­ 
availability of capital for ex­ 
pansion, 
lack of long 
term 
loans is the biggest b arrier re­ 


ported to expansion plans. 
A 
substantial share also report 
th ere is a lack of sources from 
which to secure capital. 
This last situation appears 
to be spotty from a geograph­ 
ical standpoint. 
In the states 
of Florida^ Kansas, Michigan, 
N ebraska, New Mexico, Ohio, 
Washington, Wyoming, Arizona, 
Minnesota, M ississippi, Oregon 
and Texas originate the big­ 
gest share of the reports of 
lack of capital sources. 
On the other hand, there seem s 
to be some hesitation on the 
p art of many to borrow to 
expand. 
This im pression is 
gained from the voluntary com­ 
m ents written by respondents. 
For example, a substantial 
sm all manufacturer in the New

comments “ profit 
m argins are too thin to add

Texas with 28 employees who 
expanded writes “ some of the 
econom ists need to figure out 
how to have a heavy natural 
growth in the economy instead 
of the artificial and heavy future 
borrowing taking place now". 
A banker in the midwest w rites 
“ I feel it is wrong to try to 
accom plish the desired end by 
taking a tax off one place and 
putting it on another". 
The 
head of a midwest Independent 
telephone 
company 
that ex­ 
panded last year with an ex­ 
penditure of $100,000 w rites 
" If payroll tax was reduced 
we could hire more people". 
So far the results seem to 
indicate that although capital 
is available to many Independent 
businessm en, there is a re­ 
luctance 
to 
borrow 
for 
expansion. 
There seem s to be 
a m ore than Isolated sentim ent 
that government policies have 
pushed Interest rates up to 
a point not compatible with 
profit m argins. 
The reaction to tax cuts and 
revisions is showing an inter­ 
esting pattern so far. 
Among 
all respondents, 65% feel that 
the 1964 income tax cut was no 
help in expanding. 
Of those 
who did expand, however, 51% 
seem to feel it was helpful. 
However, in both categories 
there is being registered a sub­ 
stantial feeling that the tax 
revision of 1962 which perm its 
sm all business to take a 7% 
credit against taxes on the cost 
of newly purchased equipm ent 
is a strong factor in prom oting 
expansion. 
Of those who actu­ 
ally expanded 61% say this re ­ 
vision was most helpful.

— In various 
foreign countries, 
including 
those friendly to the USA, P res- “ 
ident Johnson is getting the rep­ 
utation of being a 2-gun Texan 
on foreign policy. He is accused 
of shooting from the hip. 
This results from the image 
of Texans created by Hollywood 
and probably would be inevitable 
for any Texan who occupied the 
White House. 
Real fact is, however, that the 
President has conducted foreign 
policy on a more even keel than 
any other recent president, cer­ 
tainly up until the current Viet­ 
nam crisis.

He 
has fallen back on his exper­ 
ience as Senate Majority Lead­

when 
he 
specialized on 
getting opposing sides to work 
together. In foreign affairs, he 
has recognized nations must 
also adjust to each other's point 
of view. 
- - MOSCOW AND 
WASHINGTON— 
Some Senators felt that he did 
not understand the factors be­ 
hind the flag-burning incident in 
Panama last year; also was a 
little hasty in turning off Guan­ 
tanamo water. But on the other 
hand he refused to fire back 
when President De Gaulle has 
taken sideswipes at the United 
States. He put the controversial 
MLF Naval Force for NATO 
on the back of the diplomatic 
stove when it aroused too much 
European dissension. 
And the advice he gave Chan­ 
cellor Erhard of Germany to 
explore avenues of better un­ 
derstanding with the Russians 
is considered the most stabil­ 
izing move recently made in 
Russian-German relations.

however, was his steady build­ 
up of confidence between Mos­ 
cow and Washington which began 
with his sale of American wheat 
to Russia one year ago. This 
w as followed by careful, w ell- 


timed moves to reduce arms 
_ both in the United States and 
“ the Soviet Union, a cutback in' 
Plutonium, a Consular Treaty, 
scrapping of some bomber types 
and, more recently, the pro­ 
posal of a Johnson-Kosygin ex­ 
change of visits. 
This was not the work of a 
2-gun 
Texan, 
and 
it 
had 
achieved more confidence be­ 
tween two hitherto suspicious 
countries than at any time since 
the war. Whether this will be up­ 
set by the Vietnam crisis re­ 
mains to be seen. But it should 
be noted that before the Viet­ 
nam retaliation, 
President 
Johnson has authorized a third 
government to sound out the 
Chinese about a truce whereby 
the United States would with­ 
draw from South Vietnam If the 
Chinese 
would end guerrilla 
warfare in that area. This was 
rejected. 
In contrast to Johnson's even- 
keel conduct of foreign affairs, 
diplomats recall the Korean 
War and the Berlin airlift under 
Truman, plus his sudden stite- 
ments abou t dropping the A- 
bomb in Korea which brought 
Prime Minister Attlee scurry­ 
ing across the Atlantic from 
London; his scolding of Stalin 
for turning up late at Potsdam, 
and various other 2-gun state­ 
ments. 
-2-G U N PRESIDENT— 
They also recall 
the mer­ 
curial foreign policy of Eisen­ 
hower which welcomed Khrush­ 
chev to Washington one month, 
then had him bellowing over 
the U-2 incident; a policy which 
lost Cuba to Castro, landed 
troops in Lebanon, had the 7th 
Fleet scurrying all around the 
China coast in the crisis over 
Formosa, and which proposed 
landing troops in Vietnam, then 
finally backed away from It. 
President Kennedy also con­ 
ducted foreign affairs, at times, 
more like a 2-gun Texan than 
a Harvard grad from Boston. 
Diplomats recall how he an­ 
nounced in February 1961 that 
we would never retreat in Laos, 
then pulled out of Laos a few 
months later; how he flew 50,- 
000 troops to West Germany 
then pulled them out later; how 
he waited to confer with Khrush­ 
chev until after he was in a 
weakened position as a result 
of the Bay of Pigs fiasco— 
thoug h Adlal Stevenson and 
others had urged him to begin 
talks 
with 
Khrushchev much 
earlier when the Russian leader 
was In a much friendlier frame 
of mind. 
It was mercurial foreign policy 
and the deterioration of our re­ 
lations both with Cuba and Rus­ 
sia 
that 
led to the Cuban 
m issile crisis. In the end, Ken­ 
nedy handled this with master­ 
ful skill. Nevertheless, a suc­ 
cessful foreign policy is one 
which prevents a crisis from 
becoming a crisis, not letting 
it boll until it almost precipi­ 
tates World War HI. 
President Johnson may have 
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permits recovers in the first 
year of an extra 20% of the 
purchases of new equipment 
when computing taxes. 
Of the various tax revisions 
including the excise tax cut,

The members of two of 
these agencies (the Hospital 
Advisory Council and the state 
Cancer Commission) are ap­ 
pointed by the Governor with 
senatorial consent. The mem­ 
bers of the third agency (the 
Nursing 
Home 
A d v is o r y 
Council) are appointed by the 
director of the Divison of Health 
with the approval of the Gover­ 
nor. 
The Hospital Advisory Council 
is composed of seven mem­ 
bers each serving a termoftw< 
years. The council advises the 
director 
of 
the Division of 
Health on the official state plan 
for the construction of addi­ 
tional hospital and health cen­ 
ter facilities. 
The Nursing Home Advisory 
Council is composed of the di­ 
rector of the Division of Health 
who serves as chairman ex of­ 
ficio, and eleven other mem­ 
bers each serving for a term 
of two years. The council ad- 
v ises the director of the Divi­ 
sion of Health on matters of 
policy related to the licensing 
of 
convalescent 
and nursing 
homes. 
The State Cancer Commission 
Is composed of four members 
with the only qualification that 
they l>e qualified voters of the 
state. 
The Commission, with 
consent 
of the Governor, ap­ 
points an administrator who is 
made responsible for the opera­ 
tion and conduct of the state 
cancer hospital. The Commis­ 
sion also appoints the general 
medical staff of the hospital. 
A ll other employees are ap­

by the administrator 
with their salaries fixed by the 
Commission in accordance with 
the state merit system.

(administration) heads 
this section. The services pro­ 
vided are as follows:

Statistical Services 
-- This 
unit collects, tabulates, 
and 
analyzes public data including 
all vital statistics, and makes 
special studies related to pub­ 
lic health.

section contains the following 
programs which are adminis­ 
tered from the central office: 
Hospital Construction and Li- 
censing--This unit is the agen­ 
cy 
for allocation and 
ad­ 
ministration of federal grants 
to the state for hospital con­ 
struction. 
Since 1953 
the division has 
administered the hospital li­

” We will not have meat in­ 
spection in Missouri until the 
consumer demands complete in­ 
spection. 


“ The final answer to the a s­ 
surance that all meat sold to 
the public is safe is of course 
complete inspection of all fa- 
# cllities and of all meat. This 
requires a lot of money and 
a lot of personnel. 
“ Inspection in M issouri, we 
have determined, would cost 
in excess of $500,000 dollars 
a year. This is quite an amount 
of money, Li the past and even 
today, most consum ers are un­ 
aware that all meat is not in­ 
spected. Also they are unaware 
of the hazards inherent in the 
situation. 
“ When the consumer is edu­ 
cated, the consumer will de­ 
mand the inspection. 
“ The education of the pro­ 
ducer and processor of these 
meat products is also impor­ 
tant. These people can only do 
the job they are educated to 
do. 
“ When we point out the need 
for sanitation — the need for 
inspections of the product — 
when we are able to convince 
a ll processors of this, thei 
we*ll have a better product for 
vou to consume. 
INSPFCTION: 


“ Two basic sections of Mis- 


* so u n statutes (part of the Food 
and Drug Act of the State of 
M issouri) constitute the 
u se 
for all meat inspection activi­ 
ties 
in the state,*’ says Dr. 
Gene Shipley, Public Health Vet­ 
erinarian, M issouri Division of 
Health, Jefferson City, 
Mis­ 
souri. 
These two sections are con­ 
cerned 
with 
adulteration and 
misbranding of food products. 
They apply from the whole­ 
sale 
level through the retail 
levels and actually up to the 
consum er. 


“ Under 
these 
statutes we 
have a set of regulations — a 
code governing meat and slaugh­ 
ter houses. Tins code involves 
twenty-two 
separate item s of 
basic construction and sanita­ 
tion for the protection of the 
product. It does not involve any 
inspection of the meat itself, 
or of the animals being slaugh­ 
tered. 
“ We go into these plants on 
a periodic basis to inspect and 
to see that these plants are con­ 
st meted in accordance with the 
regulations, and that the sanita­ 
tion or cleanliness of the plants 
conform s to our standards. 
Hie item s of construction a re 
basically involved with w alls, 
floors, ceilings, etc. The con­ 
struction of water supplies and 
sewage treatment is very im­ 
portant. 
• 
Sanitation is just the cleanli­ 
n ess of keeping the equipment in 
the plant and the product in the 
plant clean and well protectee 
from any kind of contamination. 
P ests and rodents must be ex­ 
cluded from the plant. 
“ We have several types of 
plants under inspection in Mis­ 
souri. 
“ Some are one room slaugh­ 
ter houses. Some handle only 
one kind of meat such as beef. 
More of them are complete in­ 
cluding total processing, cur­ 
ing of m eats, some even to the 
retail level. These plants con­ 
tribute a great amount of meat 
to the total meat consumption 
of the state. 
“ We do not know exactly how 
much or what percentage of the 
meat is from these plants un­ 
der so called state inspection. 
“ We have state inspection of 
fa cilities only. It does not apply 
to the product or to the ani­ 
mal slaughtered. 
“ These plants a re under sani­ 
tation inspection — not under 
meat inspection regulations. 
“ We have other types of in­ 
spection in the state. We have 
city 
inspection in the larger 
cities and there area number of 
c ities In the state and som e city- 
county health units that have en­ 
acted ordinances or laws which 
enable them to give the sam e 
sort of Inspection the federal

Many people a re not aware of 
the fact that there is not com­ 
plete coverage of inspection of 
meat. There is a large amount 
of uninspected meat in out state 
M issouri. By and large, this is 
good 
meat, but there are of 
course som e carcasses from 
diseased 
anim als or that may 
become contaminated during the 
slaughter and processing. This 
could lead to staphy lococcus in­ 
fections, various stomach ail­ 
ments, 
brucellosis, 
tubercu­ 
losis, and these types of dis­ 
e a s e s which anim als have and 
to which humans are su s c e p t i­ 
ble. 
“ About 230plants in M issouri

CHEMICALS: 
Chemicals such as sulphides 
are used to prevent meat from 
spoiling or to conceal spoil­ 
age. 
Sulfites m spoiled hamburger 
will make the hamburger ap­ 
pear fresh and red as though it 
had just been ground. 
Carmine dye is added to make 
the meat look red and appe­ 
tizing. It has no other useful 
purpose. 
Sodium benzoate is added to 
ground meat to maintain fresh­ 
ness. Under the state regula­ 
tions no additive may be added 
to fresh ground meat products 
other than salt or tenderizer.

EUROPE’S AUTOMOBILE PROBLEMS 
THEY PARK NOW on the sidewalks of the 
Champs Elysees, and almost anywhere else in 
Paris they can get away with it. Rome plans con­ 
struction of a dozen parking garages. A pay- 
as-you-drive system — charging fees for the 
use of congested streets -- has been proposed 
for 
London. An airline representative at a 
recent luncheon of the International Advertising 
Association in New York City showed a picture 
of a lovely street in Madrid and said, “Take away 
the trees and you’ve got Madison Avenue at 
noon.” 
Traffic jams in Rome are so commonplace that 
drivers roll back their sun roofs, and stand up 
and stretch. Forbidden to use their horns, 
Parisians bang furiously on the sides of their 
vehicles and call each other assassins. London 
traffic moves more decorously, but it can take 
an hour and a quarter to drive less than 15 miles 
at the peak 5-7 p.m. rush hour. 
European policemen are notably skilled -- per­ 
forming with the gestures and much of the elan of 
concert masters — at breaking up jams. They 
see their duty as helping motorists, not catching 
them in law violations. But neither their minis­ 
trations nor time limitations on parking in the 
hie cities have done much to speed up auto­ 
mobility. 
PARIS has more than 1.5 million automobiles. 
A French magazine describes the city as caught 
in “the inferno of its traffic.” Authorities awoke 
to the threat to the city’s viability last year and 
adopted a master plan for regional develop­ 
ment. An express highway is planned along the 
Seine, to the distress of aesthetes. Multilevel 
traffic is proposed, plus a $14.5 million ring 
road, or Boulevard Peripherique. Autoroutes — 
express highways — are under way out of the 
city. 
Similar proposals for London and other cities 
in Britain are made in the recently published 
B ichanan Report. Meantime the London County 
Council is spending some $28 million a year for 
road improvements. 
Rome, considerably smaller than either Paris 
or London, nevertheless has about half a million 
automobiles. The municipal council in Decem­ 
ber 1962 adopted a general town plan that calls 
for new housing and business and industrial com- 
«lexes south of the historic area and similar 
|*e£l3 Soulh(^|st and northeast, all to be linked by 
an expressway. 
WHILE EUROPE’S CITIES move at long last to 
relieve automotive strangulation, her ministers 
of transport have been more alert to accom­ 
modate themselves to the automobile era. A basic 
plan for a network of superhighways was laid 
down at a meeting in Geneva in 1950. A spider­ 
web of 26 international routes was drawn, each 
with the letter “ E” for Europe and each bearing 
a number. 
Most of these routes bypass or freeway through 
the cities they connect, but they are linked to all 
important cities by secondary roads. Narrow 
winding town and city streets complicate Eu­ 
rope’s traffic problems immeasureably. 
Hitler’s magnificent autobahnen, built 
foi 
strategic military reasons, put Germany still 
far ahead of the rest of Europe. But the rest of 
Europe is catching up. Italy’s Autostrada del 
Sole, stretching 468 miles from Milan to Naples, 
was completed last autumn. A 200-mile express­ 
way across Switzerland eventually will connect 
the Italian road with the German autobahn from 
Basel to Hamburg. And in the more distant future 
the Continent 
will be linked to Britain by the 
proposed tunnel under the English Channel.

Every sub­ 
scription renewal is a vote of approval. 
Advertising in a local paper is similarly 
tested week after week by merchants that 
buy 
space and by the consumers who act 
upon the advertising. 
In recent years, newspaper publishers them­ 
selves are actually amazed by the increasing 
vote of confidence in their medium. It is not 
unusual to hear an old - time newspaper man 
say that his advertising is increasing so fast 
he scarcely has the time or facilities to handle it. 
This, of course, is a reflection of a new* 
attitude on the part of many merchants in small 
cities, who themselves have found newspaper 
advertising an investment which brings larger 
profits and new customers to rapidly changing 
trading centers. The overall effect for the 
merchants, the community, and the newspaper 
is “escalating.” 
... J M is, expansion in nearly any community 
begets expansion. 


This is true for individual stores as well as 
the community as a whole. 
Of course, the merchant enjoys the profit 
and the newspaper appreciates increased busi­ 
ness, but neither can come without continuing 
expression of confidence in the news and ad­ 
vertising content printed in the local newspaper.

Knights of the Road, they’ve been called, 
because truck drivers generally are courteous 
and willing to help motorists who get into 
trouble. 
A new test program of a safety device may 
make it even easier for truckers to help 
motorists. If the test is successful, national 
distribution of the devices will be carried 
out. 
Light - reflective “pylons” that motorists 
can use to signal passing trucks for help were 
recently distributed in the Lansing, Michigan 
area, at Pure Oil Company stations. Pure is 
conducting the test program in cooperation 
with the Michigan Trucking Association and 
the American Trucking Associations Founda­ 
tion. 
One side of the pylon has reflective red and 
white stripes, indicating that the motorist needs 
help. A second side, with green and white 
stripes, is a signal that the vehicle is stopped 
but doesn’t need assistance. The third side has 
a postcard for the motorist to use if he was as­ 
sisted by a truck driver. This will provide both 
F’ure and the trucking association with infor­ 
mation and will enable them or the trucker’s 
employer to give the driver recognition. 
State trucking associations have been in­ 
formed of the project and it’s hoped that this 
pylon - signal will come to be recognized 
and accepted over the entire country. Mil­ 
lions of motorists eventually will carry the 
pylons, if the test is successful. 
The three - sided cardboard pylon was de­ 
veloped after various designs had been tested 
by the Safety Department of the American 
Trucking Associations in Washington. 
Whether used to ask for assistance 
from 
truck drivers or to warn other motorists of 
a stopped or stalled car on the roadsides, 
the reflective pylons can be valuable safety 
aids. They’ll be one way to slow - down the 
excessively high night fatality rates on our 
highways, rates that are considerably higher 
than daytime death rates, despite reduced traf­ 
fic at night. In 1961 there were 20,500 motor- 
vehicle deaths at night as compared with 17,- 
500 in daytime, according to the National Safety 
Council. 
Once again, the American public is indebted 
to the truck drivers who volunteer help for 
motorists. Perhaps we should at least return 
their courtesy on the highway.

Apparently government 
sponsored loans have had only 
a minor role in this expansion, 
according to the report by the 
Small Business Administration, 
which places its entire loans 
for the past 18 months at $44 
million. 
The expanding firms cover 
all areas of economic activity, 
although manufacturing 
and 
service industries account so 
far for well over half of the 
nuni^er. 
Overall, the independent busi­ 
nessmen seem to feel that cap­ 
ital is available.

point is shared by 62% of all 
respondents, and by 64% of 
those who actually expanded.

penditure of $100,000 writes 
"If payroll tax was reduced 
we could hire more people". 
So far the results seem to 
indicate that although capital 
Is available to many independent 
businessmen, there is a re­ 
luctance

that government policies have

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

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WASHINGTON 
— In various 
foreign countries, 
including _ 
those friendly to the USA, Pres­ 
ident Johnson is getting the rep­ 
utation of being a 2-gun Texan 
on foreign policy. He is accused 
of shooting from the hip. 
This results from the image 
of Texans created by Hollywood 
and probably would be inevitable 
for any Texan who occupied the 
White House. 
Real fact is, however, that the 
President has conducted foreign 
policy on a more even keel than 
any other recent president, cer­ 
tainly up until the current Viet­ 
nam crisis. Even during this 
difficult period he has been 
calm and collected. 
One day after the first raids 
on North Vietnam, a caller, 
found him working in his office 
until 9 p.m. on such problems 
as the dollar Imbalance, ap­ 
pointments 
to the 
Federal 
Power Commission, racial and 
religious bigotry, and the farm 
program. 
He looked tired, having been 
up most of one night during the 
Vietnam raids and was awak­ 
ened the second night with two 
cabled reports from Saigon. He 
was worried 
over 
loss of 
American lives. But he was 
concentrating 
on 
the 
many 
difficult Jobs facing an Amer­ 
ican President, as well as the 
almost impossible solution of 
the Indochinese impassee which 
he inherited. 
Prior to the recent crisis, 
senior members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
have been Impressed with the 
even-tempered conduct of for­ 
eign policy under Johnson. He 
has fallen back on his exper­ 
ience as Senate Majority Lead­ 
er 
when he 
specialized on 
getting opposing sides to work 
together. In foreign affairs, he 
has recognized nations must 
also adjust to each other’s point 
of view. 
-- MOSCOW AND 
WASHINGTON— 
Some Senators felt that he did 
not understand the factors be­ 
hind the flag-burning incident in 
Panama last year; also was a 
little hasty in turning off Guan­ 
tanamo water. But on the other 
hand he refused to fire back 
when President De Gaulle has 
taken sideswipes at the United 
States. He put the controversial 
MLF Naval Force for NATO 
on the back of the diplomatic 
stove when it aroused too much 
European dissension. 
And the advice he gave Chan­ 
cellor Erhard of Germany to 
explore avenues of better un­ 
derstanding with the Russians 
is considered the most stabil­ 
izing move recently made in 
Russian-German relations. 
Johnson's 
most 
important 
foreign 
affairs 
achievement, 
however, was his steady build­ 
up of confidence between Mos­ 
cow and Washington which began 
with his sale of American wheat 
to Russia one year ago. This 
was followed by careful, well- 


timed moves to reduce arms 
both in the United States and 
the Soviet Union, a cutback in“ 
Plutonium, a Consular Treaty, 
scrapping of some bomber types 
and, more recently, the pro­ 
posal of a Johnson-Kosygin ex­ 
change of visits. 
This was not the work of a 
2-gun 
Texan, 
and 
it 
had 
achieved more confidence be­ 
tween two hitherto suspicious 
countries than at any time since 
the war. Whether this will be up­ 
set by the Vietnam crisis re­ 
mains to be seen. But it should 
be noted that before the Viet­ 
nam retaliation, 
President 
Johnson has authorized a third 
government to sound out the 
Chinese about a truce whereby 
the United States would with­ 
draw from South Vietnam if the 
Chinese 
would end guerrilla 
warfare in that area. This was 
rejected. 
In contrast to Johnson’s even- 
keel conduct of foreign affairs, 
diplomats recall the Korean 
War and the Berlin airlift under 
Truman, plus his sudden si Re­ 
in ents abou t dropping the A- 
bomb in Korea which brought 
Prime Minister Attlee scurry­ 
ing across the Atlantic from 
London; his scolding of Stalin 
for turning up late at Potsdam, 
and various other 2-gun state­ 
ments. 
-2-G UN PRESIDENT— 
They also recall 
the mer­ 
curial foreign policy of Eisen­ 
hower which welcomed Khrush­ 
chev to Washington one month, 
then had him bellowing over 
the U-2 incident; a policy which 
lost Cuba to Castro, landed 
troops in Lebanon, had the 7th 
Fleet scurrying all around the 
China coast in the crisis over 
Formosa, and which proposed 
landing troops in Vietnam, then 
finally backed away from it. 
President Kennedy also con­ 
ducted foreign affairs, at times, 
more like a 2-gun Texan than 
a Harvard grad from Boston. 
Diplomats recall how he an­ 
nounced in February 1961 that 
we would never retreat in Laos, 
then pulled out of Laos a few 
months later; how he flew 50,- 
000 troops to West Germany 
then pulled them out later; how 
he waited to confer with Khrush­ 
chev until after he was in a 
weakened position as a result 
of the Bay of Pigs fiasco— 
thoug h Adlai Stevenson and 
others had urged him to begin 
talks 
with 
Khrushchev much 
earlier when the Russian leader 
was in a much friendlier frame 
of mind. 
It was mercurial foreign policy 
and the deterioration of our re­ 
lations both with Cuba and Rus­ 
sia 
that 
led to the Cuban 
m issile crisis. In the end, Ken­ 
nedy handled this with master­ 
ful skill. Nevertheless, a suc­ 
cessful foreign policy is one 
which prevents a crisis from 
becoming a crisis, not letting 
it boll until it almost precipi­ 
tates World War m . 
President Johnson may have 
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permits recovers in the first 
year of an extra 20% of the 
purchases of new equipment 
when computing taxes.

Attacks Antl-Hoffa Crusader as 
a 'FINK’ 
Washington, D. C.: — What 
price courage? 
When the rewards are blood 
and terror and beatings of those 
who 
show 
the 
spirit, 
the 
crusader understands 
it and 
takes it without a whimper. 
But when the reward Is defama­ 
tion of character by a high gov­ 
ernment official, it is Irony 
enough to break any spirit. 
This is the story — and fate 
— of a brave man who crusaded 
single - handed 
against the 
machine inside the Teamsters 
until one day Jimmie Hoffa 
slugged him, pummeled him, 
threw 
him 
over 
a chair 
bleeding, bruised and semi­ 
conscious. 
The loner in this story is Sam 
Baron, a gentle man, a literate 
man, an honest and respected 
man, a decent labor leader, 
who Is now suffering because 
of that very same decency. 
The slightly built, 62-year-old 
Mr. Baron is in the news these 
days because the chief counsel 
of a Senate Judiciary subcom­ 
mittee — Bernard Fensterwald 
Jr. — called him a “ fink" and 
a “ stool pigeon." 
Mr. Fensterwald, deliberate­ 
ly and insultingly spelled out 
the 
world "F-I-N -K ", while 
cross - examining Robert Ken­ 
nedy the other day during a 
hearing of the subcommittee on 
invasion of privacy. Sen. Ken­ 
nedy had been accused of at­ 
tempting to plant an article by 
Mr. Baron on Jimmie Hoffa in 
Life magazine. 
Mr. Fensterwald, an officer 
of the 
law, 
asked why Sen. 
Kennedy would do this for a 
“ fink." The nation now knows 
that Mr. Kennedy angrily denied 
this and sharply protested the 
characterization of Mr. Baron. 
Bob Kennedy Is quite capable 
of taking care of himself. But 
what of Mr. Baron, now in 
Montreal? 
Who will rise in his defense 
against the charges of a Senate 
committee’s chief counsel who 
by calling Mr. Baron a “ fink" 
charged him with being a strike­ 
breaker and a labor spy? That 
Is the actual meaning of the 
word "fink." 
Mr. Baron was not and is not 
a labor spy. He never hid his 
animosity towards Jimmy Hof­ 
fa and the kind of regime the 
twice - convicted Teamsters* 
president has run. 
Mr. Baron is one of those 
daring men who always seems 
to rise at the right moment at 
the 
strategic 
crossroads to 
battle for decency. It Is the 
Sam Barons of the country to 
whom the citizenry, especial­ 
ly the industrialists and labor's 
rank and file, should be grate­ 
ful for not being overrun by 
muscle. 
Mr. Baron always was one to 
give a working Joe a hand. Back 
in the 
glamorous twenties he 
was a vice president of a famous 
rnovle company. He gave up the 
tinsel and the golden salary to 
help 
rank 
and 
file working 
people. 


He 
joined 
the International 
Ladles Garment Workers union \ 
and fought infiltrating chlselers 
in the garment jungle. 
The Textile Workers Union of­ 
fered him a vice presidency. 
He took It and worked hard at 
It, respected by loth laloi and 
management 
here 
and 
In 
Canada. 
Then In 1952, long before Jim ­ 
my H. became a national story 
and 
long 
liefore the tough­ 
muscled 
man 
from 
Detroit 
shifted from white 
socks to 
hand - tailored 
suits and a 
$94,000-a-year union income, 
national 
team ster’s officials 
asked Mr. Baron to join the 
union. 
He did. They made him Exe­ 
cutive Field Director of the 
Brotherhood's Warehouse Di­ 
vision In charge of som e 500,- 
000 men. 
As a free - spending Hoffa 
rose to power in the union, 
Sam Baron treated him with 
distaste. After Hoffa replaced 
Dave Beck, the Hof la forces 
organized what is known as the 
"Chicago 
Caucus" 
to con­ 
solidate his power. 
The Ixiys needed Mr. Baron's 
respectability and eloquence as 
fronts. They asked him to lie- 
come the caucus’ secretary- 
treasurer. He refused. He be­ 
gan to fight Hoffa when others 
ran in terror. 
Mr. Baron was horrified by 
what he saw Inside the sprawling 
union. As men have done through 
the decades when they could not 
single - handedly upset a power­ 
ful union machine, he sought 
aid inside the government. 
There were no conflicts of 
ethical 
considerations. 
Sam 
Baron Is a trade unionist — 
a clean labor man. This was 
consistent with going to the 
probers 
of 
the McClellan 
racket - probing committee, to 
the Justice Dept, and the FBI. 
But he never once betrayed 
the half a million men for 
whom he bargained. On the 
morning of May 17, 1962, a 
Team ster 
publication 
was 
placed on the 30-foot-wide desk 
of Jimmie Hoffa. 


It contained praise of Mr. 
Baron's dedication and ability, 
which he showed though the 
doctors had long advised him 
to ease off and submit to badly- 
needed stomach surgery. 
At 10;20 that morning he dis­ 
agreed with Hoffa over some 
m atter of written reports. The 
Team sters’ president roared 
and slugged Baroi>. There are 
color photos to prove it. 
Mr. Baron quit later. But he 
did give courage to many honest 
Team sters In New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
on the West Coast. 
They, 
too, 
have 
been co­ 
operating with the government 
In an effort to avoid being ground 
down by the machine. 
Now a representative of that 
government rewards a crusader 
by calling him a “ K-I-N-K." 
What of the others now making 
the same fight? What price 
courage now? 
There are many ways to blur 
a crusader's vision.

London. An airline representative at a 
recent luncheon of the International Advertising 
Association in New York City showed a picture 
of a lovely street in Madrid and said, “Take aw a> 
the' trees and you’ve got Madison Avenue at 
noon.” 
Traffic Jams in Home ire so commonplace that 
drivers roll back their sun roofs, and stand up 
and stretch. 
Forbidden to use their horns, 
Parisians bang furiously on the sides of their 
vehicles and call each other assassins. London 
traffic moves more decorously, but it can take 
an hour and a quarter to drive less than 15 miles 
at the peak 5-7 p.m. rush hour. 
European policemen are notably skilled- - per­ 
forming with the gestures and much of the elan of 
concert masters -- at breaking up jams. They 
see their duty as helping motorists, not catching 
them in law violations. But neither their minis­ 
trations nor time limitations on parking in the 
hie cities have done much to speed up auto­ 
mobility. 
PARIS has mole than 1.5 million automobiles. 
A French magazine describes the city as caught 
in “the inferno of its traffic.” Authorities awoke 
to the threat to the city’s viability last year and 
adopted a master plan for regional develop­ 
ment. An express highway is planned along the 
Seine, to the distress of aesthetes. Multilevel 
traffic is proposed, plus a $14.5 million ring 
road, or Boulevard Peripherique. Autoroutes — 
express highways -- are under way out of the 
city. 
Similar proposals for London and other cities 
in Britain are made in the recently published 
B ichanan Report. Meantime the London County 
Council is spending some $28 million a year for 
road improvements. 
Rome, considerably smaller than either Paris 
or London, nevertheless has about half a million 
automobiles. The municipal council in Decem­ 
ber 1962 adopted a general town plan that calls 
for new housing and business and industrial com­ 
plexes south of the historic area and similar 
meas' Southeast and northeast, all to be linked by 
an expressway. 
WHILE EUROPE’S CITIES move at long last to 
relieve automotive strangulation, her ministers 
of transport have been more alert to accom­ 
modate themselves to the automobile era. A basic 
plan for a network of superhighways was laid 
down at a meeting in Geneva in 1950. A spider­ 
web of 26 international routes was drawn, each 
with the letter “ E” for Europe and each bearing 
a number. 
Most of these routes bypass or freeway through 
the cities they connect, but they are linked to all 
important cities by secondary roads. Narrow 
winding town and city streets complicate Eu­ 
rope’s traffic problems immeasureably. 
Hitler’s magnificent autobahnen, built 
foi 
strategic military reasons, put Germany still 
far ahead of the rest of Europe. But the rest of 
Europe is catching up. Italy’s Autostrada del 
Sole, stretching 468 miles from Milan to Naples, 
was completed last autumn. A 200-mile express­ 
way across Switzerland eventually will connect 
the Italian road with the German autobahn from 
Basel to Hamburg. And in the more distant future 
the Continent 
will be linked to Britain by the 
proposed tunnel under the English Channel.

National manufacturers realize that proof of 
worth of a product should be obtained by testing 
public acceptance. 
In this connection the local newspaper is 
probably the most tested product sold. 
Each issue is tested not just by a small 
sample, but by the entire public. Every sub­ 
scription renewal is a vote of approval. 
Advertising in a local paper is similarly 
tested week after week by merchants that 
buy 
space and by the consumers who act 
upon the advertising. 
In recent years, newspaper publishers them­ 
selves are actually amazed by the increasing 
vote of confidence in their medium. It is not 
unusual to hear an old - time newspaper man 
say that his advertising is increasing so fast 
he scarcely has the time or facilities to handle it. 
This, of course, is a reflection of a new* 
attitude on the part of many merchants in small 
cities, who themselves have found newspaper 
advertising an investment which brings larger 
profits and new customers to rapidly changing 
trading centers. The overall effect for the 
merchants, the community, and the newspaper 
is “escalating.” 
That is, expansion in nearly any community 
begets expansion. 


I his is true for individual stores as well as 
q 
the community as a whole. 
Of course, the merchant enjoys the profit 
and the newspaper appreciates increased busi­ 
ness, but neither can come without continuing 
e\j ression of confidence in tht' news and ad­ 
vertising content printed in the local newspaper.

Knights of the Road, they’ve been called, 
because truck drivers generally are courteous 
and willing to help motorists who get into 
trouble. 
A new test program of a safety device may 
make it even easier for truckers to help 
motorists. If the test is successful, national 
distribution of the devices will be carried 
out. 
Light - reflective “ pylons” that motorists 
can use to signal passing trucks for help were 
recently distributed in the Lansing, Michigan 
area, at Pure Oil Company stations. Pure is 
conducting the test program in cooperation 
with the Michigan Trucking Association and 
the American Trucking Associations Founda­ 
tion. 
One side of the pylon has reflective red and 
white stripes, indicating that the motorist needs 
help. A second side, with green and white 
stripes, is a signal that the vehicle is stopped 
but doesn’t need assistance. The third side has 
a postcard for the motorist to use if he was as­ 
sisted by a truck driver. This will provide both 
Pure and the trucking association with infor­ 
mation and will enable them or the trucker’s 
employer to give the driver recognition. 
State trucking associations have been in­ 
formed of the project and it’s hoped that this 
pylon - signal will come to be recognized 
and accepted over the entire country. Mil­ 
lions of motorists eventually will carry the 
pylons, if the test is successful. 
The three - sided cardboard pylon was de­ 
veloped after various designs had been tested 
by the Safety Department of the American 
Trucking Associations in Washington. 
Whether used to ask for assistance 
from 
truck drivers or to warn other motorists of 
a stopped or stalled car on the roadsides, 
the reflective pylons can be valuable safety 
aids. They’ll be one way to slow - down the 
excessively high night fatality rates on our 
highways, rates that are considerably higher 
than daytime death rates, despite reduced traf­ 
fic at night. In 1961 there were 20,500 motor- 
vehicle deaths at night as compared with 17,- 
500 in daytime, according to the National Safety 
Council. 
Once again, the American public is indebted 
to the truck drivers who volunteer help for 
motorists. Perhaps we should at least return 
their courtesy on the highway.

— In various 
timed m oves to reduce arms 
foreign countries,

ident Johnson Is getting the rep­ 
utation of being a 2-gun Texan 
on foreign policy. He is accused 
of shooting from the hip. 
This results from the Image 
of Texans created by Hollywood 
and probably would be inevitable 
for any Texan who occupied the 
White House. 
Real fact Is, how ever, that the 
President has conducted foreign 
policy on a more even keel than 
any other recent president, cer­ 
tainly up until the current V iet­ 
nam c r isis. Even during this 
difficult period 
he 
has been 
calm and collected. 
One day after the first raids 
on North Vietnam , 
a 
ca ller, 
found him working in his office 
until 9 p.m. on such problem s 
as the dollar im balance, ap­ 
pointments 
to the 
Federal 
Power C om m ission, racial and 
rellglou s bigotry, and the farm 
program. 
He looked tired, having been 
up most of one night during the 
Vietnam raids and was awak­ 
ened the second night with two 
cabled reports from Saigon. He 
w as 
worried 
over 
lo s s of 
American liv es. But he was 
concentrating 
on 
the 
many 
difficult Jobs facing an A m er­ 
ican President, as w ell as the 
alm ost im possible solution of 
the Indochinese im passee which 
he Inherited. 
Prior to the recent c r isis, 
senior m em bers of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Com m ittee 
have been Im pressed with the 
even-tem pered conduct of for­ 
eign policy under Johnson. He

getting opposing sid es to work 
together. In foreign affairs, he 
has 
recognized nations must 
also adjust to each other’s {»Int 
of view.

Some Senators felt that he did 
not understand the factors b e­ 
hind the flag-burning incident in 
Panama last year; also was a 
little hasty In turning off Guan­ 
tanamo water. But on the other 
hand he refused to fire back 
when President De Gaulle has 
taken sidesw ipes at the United 
States. He put the controversial 
MLF Naval Force for NATO 
on the back of the diplomatic 
stove when It aroused too much 
European dissension. 
And the advice he gave Chan­ 
cellor Erhard of Germany to 
explore avenues of better un­ 
derstanding with the Russians 
Is considered the m ost stab il­ 
izing move recently made In 
Russian-Germ an relations. 
Johnson’s 
most 
Important 
foreign 
affairs 
achievem ent, 
however, was his steady build­ 
up of confidence between M os­ 
cow and Washington which began 
with his sale of Am erican wheat 
to Russia one year ago. This 
w as followed by careful, w ell- 


the Soviet Union, a cutback In 
Plutonium, a Consular Treaty, 
scrapping of som e bomber types 
and, more recently, the pro­ 
posal of a Johnson-Kosygin ex­ 
change of visits. 
This was not the work of a 
2 -gun 
Texan, 
and 
It 
had 
achieved more confidence be­ 
tween two hitherto suspicious 
countries than at any tim e since 
the war. Whether this will be up­ 
se t by the Vietnam c r isis re­ 
mains to be seen. But it should 
be noted that before the Viet­ 
nam 
retaliation, 
President 
Johnson has authorized a third 
government to sound out the 
Chinese about a truce whereby 
the United States would with­ 
draw from South Vietnam lf the 
Chinese 
would 
end guerrilla 
warfare in that area. This was 
rejected. 
In contrast to Johnson’s even- 
keel conduct of foreign affairs, 
diplomats 
recall 
the 
Korean 
War and the B erlin airlift under 
Truman, plus his sudden s iite - 
m ents abou t dropping the A- 
bomb In Korea which brought 
Prim e M inister A ttlee scurry­ 
ing across the Atlantic from 
London; his scolding of Stalin 
for turning up late at Potsdam, 
and various other 2-gun state­ 
m ents. 
-2 -G U N PRESIDENT— 
They also recall 
the m er­ 
curial foreign policy of E lsen­ 
hower which w elcom ed Khrush­ 
chev to Washington one month, 
then had him bellowing over 
the U-2 Incident; a policy which 
lo st Cuba to C astro, landed 
troops in Lebanon, had the 7th 
F leet scurrying all around the 
China coast In the c r isis over 
Form osa, and which proposed 
landing troops In Vietnam , then 
finally backed away from it. 
President Kennedy also con­ 
ducted foreign affairs, at tim es, 
more like a 2-gun Texan than 
a Harvard grad from Boston. 
Diplomats recall how he an­ 
nounced In February 1961 that 
w e would never retreat In Laos, 
then pulled out of Laos a few 
months later; how he flew 50,- 
000 troops to W est Germany 
then pulled them out later; how 
he waited to confer with Khrush­ 
chev until after he was In a 
weakened position as a result 
of the Bay of P igs fiasco— 
thoug h Adlal Stevenson and 
others had urged him to begin 
talks 
with 
Khrushchev much 
ea rlier when tile Russian leader 
was In a much friendlier frame 
of mind. 
It was m ercurial foreign policy 
and the deterioration of our r e ­ 
lations both with Cuba and Rus­ 
sia 
that 
led to the Cuban 
m issile crisis. In the end, Ken­ 
nedy handled this with m aster­ 
ful skill. N everth eless, a suc­ 
cessful foreign policy Is one 
which prevents a c r is is from 
becoming a c r is is, not letting 
It IkjII until it alm ost precipi­ 
tates World War III. 
President Johnson may have 


such a c r is is in Vietnam right 
now. But up until now, he has 
“ been anything but a 2-gun Texan. * 
Now that he Is in it, however, 
he is exerting the old college 
try on his Senate friends to an 
unprecedented degree, as will 
be revealed in an early column.

Attacks Anti-Hoffa Crusader as 
a ‘FINK’ 
Washington, D. C.: - - What 
price courage? 
When the rewards are blood 
and terror and beatings of those 
who 
show 
the 
spirit, 
the 
crusader understands 
It and 
takes 
It without 
a whimper. 
But when the reward is defama­ 
tion of character by a high gov­ 
ernment official, 
it is irony 
enough to break any 
spirit. 
This is the story — and fate 
— of a brave man who crusaded 
single - handed 
against the 
machine Inside the T eam sters 
until one 
day Jim m ie 
Hoffa 
slugged 
him, pummeled him, 
threw 
him 
over 
a chair 
bleeding, 
bruised and sem i­ 
conscious. 
The loner in this story Is Sam 
Baron, a gentle man, a literate 
man, an honest and respected 
man, 
a 
decent labor leader, 
who is now suffering because 
of that very sam e 
decency. 
The slightly built, 62-year-old 
Mr. Baron is in the news these 
days because the chief counsel 
of a Senate Judiciary subcom­ 
mittee — Bernard Fensterwald 
Jr. — called him a “ fink” and 
a “ stool pigeon.” 
Mr. Fensterwald, deliberate­ 
ly and insultingly spelled out 
the 
world “ F -I-N -K ” , while 
cross - examining Robert Ken­ 
nedy the other day during a 
hearing of the subcom m ittee on 
invasion of privacy. Sen. Ken­ 
nedy had been accused of at­ 
tempting to plant an article by 
Mr. Baron on Jim m ie Hoffa in 
Life magazine. 
Mr. Fensterwald, an officer 
of the 
law, 
asked why Sen. 
Kennedy would do this for a 
“ fink.” The nation now knows 
that Mr. Kennedy angrily denied 
this and sharply protested the 
characterization of Mr. Baron. 
Bob Kennedy is quite capable 
of taking care of him self. But 
what of Mr. 
Baron, 
now In 
Montreal? 
Who will rise in his defense 
against the charges of a Senate 
com m ittee’s chief counsel who 
by calling Mr. Baron a “ fink” 
charged him with being a strike­ 
breaker and a labor spy? That 
Is the actual meaning of the 
word “ fink.” 
Mr. Baron was not and Is not 
a labor spy. He never hid his 
anim osity towards Jim m y Hof­ 
fa and the kind of regim e the 
twice - convicted T eam sters’ 
president has run. 
Mr. 
Baron 
is one of those 
daring men who always seem s 
to rise at the right moment at 
the 
strategic 
crossroads to 
battle 
for decency. It Is the 
Sam Barons of the country to 
whom the* citizenry, esp ecial­ 
ly the industrialists and labor’s 
rank and file, should be grate­ 
ful for not tx*lug overrun by 
m uscle. 
Mr. Baron always was one to 
give a working jo e a hand. Back 
In the 
glam orous tw enties ho 
was a vice president of a famous 
movie company. He gave up tin* 
tinsel and tho golden salary to 
help 
rank 
and 
file working 
people. 


. He 
joined 
the International 
Ladles Garment W orkers union 
and fought Infiltrating chiselers 
in the garment jungle. 
The Textile W orkers Union of­ 
fered him a vice presidency. 
He took It and worked hard at 
it, respected by lx)th labor and 
management 
here 
and 
In 
Canada. 
Then In 1952, long before Jim­ 
my H. became a national story 
and 
long 
liefore the tough­ 
m uscled 
man 
from 
Detroit 
shifted 
from 
white 
socks to 
hand - tailored 
suits and a 
$94,000-a-year union Income, 
national 
team ster’s officials 
asked Mr. Baron to join the 
union. 
He did. They made him Exe­ 
cutive 
Field 
Director of the 
Brotherhood’s Warehouse Di­ 
vision in ch.irge of som e 500,- 
000 men. 
As a free - spending Hoffa 
rose 
to power in the union, 
Sam 
Baron treated him with 
distaste. After Hoffa replaced 
Dave 
Beck, the Hoffa forces 
organized what Is known as tin* 
“ Chicago 
Caucus” 
to con­ 
solidate his power. 
The iioys needed Mr. Baron's 
respectability and eloquence as 
fronts. They asked him to be­

“ The final answer to the as­ 
surance that all meat sold to 
the public is safe is of course 
complete inspection of all fa- 
# cilitles and of all meat. This 
requires a lot of money and 
a lot of personnel. 
“ Inspection in Missouri, we 
have determined, would cost 
in excess of $500,000 dollars 
a year. This is quite an amount 
of money, hi the past and even 
today, most consumers are un­ 
aware that all meat is not in­ 
spected. Also they are unaware 
of the hazards inherent in the 
situation. 
“ When the consumer is edu­ 
cated, the consumer will de­ 
mand the inspection. 
“ The education of the pro­ 
ducer and processor of these 
meat products is also impor­ 
tant. These people can only do 
the job they are educated to 
do. 
“ When we point out the need 
for sanitation — the need for 
inspections of the product — 
when we are able to convince 
all processors of this, thei 
we’ll have a better product for 
you to consume.
